have no time for words ; the fin t decision is 
the final one; we mean, of course, in the 
busier postion of the day — from eleven till 
two. And how " use doth breed a habit in 
a man;" these peremptory officers of the 
Times rarely or never err; seldom will the 
printed lines fail to bear out their charge ; 
their practiced eye fathoms the mysteries of 
every conceivable chirography, and like 
seers of the mighty press, a field of the type 
tushes black on their sight, soon as their 
wild orb rests upon the serawl.

Registration Concluded. 
When the Sheriff's office closes to-day, 
no claims to vote can be entered for regis- 
tration during the present year, under the 
existing law. In fact the lists which the 
revisor will frame from the claims put m 
up to to-day, will govern all elections for the 
legislature that may occur between the 
present and the perfection of a new list in 
181)2. Thono who are qualified to vote and 
have not registered, should therefore fail not 
in sending in their claims before three 
o'clock this afternoon. 

The last registration of voters would 
have done nouor to the ballot-box stuffers 
of the Tarnmany Society. A list that was 
footed up when the day registration was con- 
cluded numbered two hundred and twenty, 
tut by some hocus-pocus it appeared in the 
authenticated list for Victorians two hun- 
dred nnds thirty-four. Such an extraordi- 
nary increase in numbers could never be 
attributed to fair play. Moreover, there 
wete some twenty odd colored foreigners on 
the list, who were allowed to remain un- 
objected to. The then Sheriff, though fully 
persuaded of their illegality, failed to do his 
duty in bringing them to iho notice of the 
revisor : and the revisor was equally as ob- 
livious as the electors to the invasion of their 
rights. 

More colored foreigners we understand, 
have sent in their names for registration. We 
have even understood that certain minions 
in power have advised them to do so. We 
there'ore expect the existing Sheriff' to act 
upon the law of 1859 and bring to the notice 
of the revisor, not only all those who were 
put illegally upon the list in IS59, but also 
all those who may have had the audacity to 
send in their claims this year. If such is 
not done, a conspiiaoy.may be implied to 
override the lawful voters of the country. It 
certainly would bo highly censurable to 
allow aliens to appoar on the list, when so 
many loyal British subjects are excluded, 
simply in consequence of not paying £12 a 
year or owning real estate woith £50. 
What renders it .till inoie worthy of note is 
the fact that no foreigners are registered nor 
have sent in their claims, except col- 
ored foreigners from the United States. No 
German, Frenchman, or American, " bone 
of our butie and flesh of our flesh," have reg- 
istered a vote. They know they have no right 
|0 do so; and knowing they have no right, 
they have never attempted to usurp a right, 
or exercise that winch the law of the 
land distinctly denies to them. If com- 
parison, therefore between the latter 
classes ol aliens and the former be made, it 
would be unfavorable to die law-abiding 
habits of our colored citizens, anil only 
ten -I :» lower them in the estimation of 
an honest anil liberal minded people. If 
they wish to stand well an'd grow in the 
good opinion ol our people, every colored 
alien should voluntarily withdraw his nume. 
It i* only by acting in accordance with 
principle that tin- prejudice that exists 
against the colored race can be removed. 
Kvery wanton violation ol law will only 
ilraw the line between the races wider ami 
wider and jrive room for the exercise of 
prejudice; and consequently lower instead 
of taise their condition. Whether the 
sheriff, or revivor, or iho offending claimants, 
do the duty or not, we certainly expect the 
electors to guard the registered lists from 
fraud as they would the apple of their eye. 
Ample opportunity is afforded under the 
Registration Act to learn who is upon Iho 
lit* before it is finally certified to by iho 
revisor as the registered list f„r LSo'l. For 
Ten days the entire listts of claimants will

be open to public inspection at the Sheriff's 
office. Any voter whoso name is upon the 
list may object lo any one upon the list. 
NO excuse can be made hereafter about 
elections being turned by false votes, il the 
olcelors and ollieiuls fail lo lake advantage 
of the privilege whioh the laws provides for 

their exclusion.

and even a third lime. The now Italian 
Power has greal resources, and if it is not 
poweiful enough to overcome Austria, it is 
sufficiently so to compel the latter to keep 
itself in a state of war, which would ex- 
haust her. This permanence of danger par- 
alyses the strength of the country, delays 
the settlement of the financial questions.and 
condemns Austria to an eternal wasting. 
The sword alone does not guarnntee the po- 
ssession of Venice, and, as it stands, the 
question can not possibly be solved.' The 
Cabinets have now before them two or three 
months' time in which to negotiate and to 
combine. Probably they will succeed in 
hitting upon a solution which may .secure 
peace without injuring the dignity of Aus- 
tria. Things cannot remain as they are; and 
note well that wo have struck the balance of 
our position in Italy in the most favorable 
hypothesis." — The Ost Dcutclise Post has 
some observations of the same tendency,re- 
marking that Sardinia will henceforward be 
a power which it will be necessary to take 
notice of, and in respect of which it will 
piobably be necessary to assume a different 
attitude than that of an irreconcilable 
enemy. 

The Reward for Indian Whisky-Sellers. 

Editor British Colonist :— You may 
perhaps recollect that during iho month of 
July last, there appeared, in a succession of 
issues of the now defunct Victoria Gazettt, 
an advertisement, to which was appended 
the Attorney General's name, offering a re- 
ward of £5 to any parties who should give 
such information as might lead to the con- 
vi tion of those persons engaged in the un- 
lawful ttallic of supplying Indians with 
spirituous liquors. 

With the additional spur of the hope of 
parraking ol* government bounty, (he police 
officers redoubled their exertions, in the 
firm belief that their zeal was lo obtain 
them the promised reward ; but alas ! it is 
now more than three months since the men 
have ceased making application for that lo 
which they had become entitled in the 
months of July and August. 

The Attorney General acknowledged their 
claim and undertook to forward the de- 
mand to the Colonial office and Treasury. 
We firmly believe he has done his best, but 
why ihe other officials should hesitate to 
award a sum, certainly not exceeding £60, 
we are at a loss to conjecture. 

Nearly all of those who had a claim have 
loft the force, and should we, when starting 
for the upper country or elsewhere, have to 
go without the money for which we have 
not only hnznrded life and limb, but spent 
the hours which should be devoted to sleep 
andrepose.it is what I think any honest 
man would regard as a " hard case.''' 

When the officers of Her Majesty's ships 
of war ofler a reward for ihe apprehension 
of a deserter, Ihe money is paid immedi- 
ately the offender is delivered up to Ihe 
authorities. Why cannot ihe V. I govern- 
ment act in a similaily honest and straight- 
forward manner }

AN EX-POLICEMAN. 

A Mistake, at Least.— The Washing- 
ton Standar J, published at Otympia, in al- 
luding to a recent article in the Colonist 
reflecting on Mr. Hyatt's late censorious 
speech, delirered in the Washington Tnr- 
ritorv Legislature, in attempting to piove 
t hat our policy is restrictive, makes this ex- 
traordinary statement : 

Although Victoria is a free port, yet Ame- 
rican vessels are obliged to pay S5 for 
entering, while British vessels are charged 
SI ou. 

This statement is untrue. All ve wis un- 
der 20 tons burthen, whether British or 
American, if not registered in Victoria, are 
charged SI .00; if over 20 tons, So. Vessels 
registered here, if over 'JO tons burthen, pay 
§1 50; if under, SI. There is no distinction 
made as t<> nationality. The steamer 
Otter, registered in London, piys 85 for 
i ach entrance, The steamer Santa Cm/, 
an American vessel, pays the same. The 
same rule applies to sailing vessels a- to 
Steamers. About one year ago, the steamer 
Denver, formerly registered in London, was 
overhauled and .some important improve- 
ments made upon her, and her place of 
register changed to Victoria. She is 
now classed the same as those built here. 



A Valuable Invention.— There has 
been lately invented a compass which is so 
constructed and operated upon as to give at 
all limes the specific leeway of a vessel. It 
may be placed on a table in the captain's 
cabin and will inform him of the least devi- 
ation from the course to which the vessel 
may be heading, It is claimed that it will 
work perfectly correct, no matter how much 
agitated by the motion of the vessel.
